States was in the throes of a financial 
panic. The crops had been good and busi- 
ness had been rushing.

Ordinarily, if you have 
A deposit account it signifies that >ou can 
draw out gold or silver com, nr national 
tank notes, or gold or stiver certificates or

The big New York banks refused to send 
cash to the country banks and the coun- 
try banks refused to cash your check.
